Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Walk Hard: The Dewey Cox Story (Theatrical Version & Director's Cut) is 
classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 13 years. 

The disc contains a feature which is said to be the director's cut of the 35mm film Walk 
Hard: The Dewey Cox Stoy, previously examined and classified by the Office of Film and 
Dterature Classification. The film version (OFLC No. 703158) was classified as 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 13 years", with the descriptive note "Drug use, offensive language 
and sexual themes". This decision was registered on 14 January 2008. The DVD version 
of the feature is approximately 24 minutes longer than the film version. Any difference in 
the main feature is difficult to locate, but appears to comprise extended dialogue and 
longer song performances. 

The additional material consists of six full song performances, three Deleted <& Extended 
Scenes, a compilation of memorable dialogue lines from the feature—L ine-O-Tama, and a 
behind-the-scenes look at the music and personality of Dewey Cox. The DVD also 
contains a number of entertainment and warning notices. These components do not 
provide grounds to alter the classification given to the original publication. 
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
